Novelty. 

In view of the spectral data which are encompassed in present application and which 
underline the different morphology of the compound on file, the claimed matter can be 
regarded as novel with respect to the content of (1). 

Inventive Step. 

However the claimed matter cannot be regarded as inventive because 2 different morphs of 
the same compound are likely to possess the same phannacological profile , and , therefore, 
at the entry into the regional European proceedings , the Applicant will be invited to show 
preferably by technical evidence , that the claimed amorphous compound on file possess any 
advantage or surprising feature when it is compared with its crystalline equivalent of (1) in 
order to enable the acknowledgment of the inventiveness of the application with respect to the 
content of (1).
